WASHINGTON, June 26 

(AP)—The United States in- 
formed Russia today that so’ 
far as the Western allies are 
concerned the projected July 
1 conference at Geneva on nu- 
clear tests detection problems 
“will proceed as agreed.” 
A note delivered on personal 
orders of President Eisenhow- 
er also informed the Soviet 
government—following yester- 
day’s Russian turn-about—that 
“the United States considers 
the aims of the conference” to 
be precisely what Moscow and 
Washington had agreed on. 

Russia, in a note yesterday, 
threatened to boycott the talks 
unless this country agreed in 
advance that a bar on nuclear 
tests was a goal of the con- 
ference. 

State Department officials 
said that in essence Russia was 
informed that the United States 
continues to regard the Geneva 
meeting as a scientific rather 
than a political conference. 
That is, the meeting is one ar-

JEFFERSON CITY. June 26 
—The revised plan for relocat- 
ing the elevated railroad tracks 
on the St. Louis riverfront was * 
approved today by the Missouri 
Public Service Commission. It 
substitutes a tunnel 960 feet 
long, with open cuts at each 


originally planned to carry 
trains past the Jefferson Na- 
tional Expansion Memorial. 
The shorter tunnel, like the 
long one first contemplated, 
will have a vertical clearance 
of 18 feet, instead of the 22- 
foot height normally required 
by Missouri law. The Brother- 


hood of Railway Trainmen had 
opposed the redueed clearance 
in the 3000-foot tunnel, but the 
commission nevertheless had 
approved it. 


No opposition was offered to 
the plan for a 960-foot tunnel 
with clearance of 18 feet. 

The commission held that 
the 18-foot clearance would 
not unduly increase hazards to 
railroad employes because 
there would be no reason for 
switchmen to ride on top of 
cars. Cabooses are provided for 
all freight movements. 

The tunnel will be straight 
and without a dip, so that one 
will be able to see through it, 
it was noted. 

In Washington, Assistant 
Secretary of the Interior Roger 
C, Ernst announced that work 
of relocating the two sets of 
elevated tracks is expected to 
start before next Jan. 17. Sur- 
veyors are staking out the tun- 
nel and mapping the ground 
profile. 

Approval of the revised tun- 
nel plan by the Interior De- 
partment is considered a for- 
mality, and construction is to 
begin*within six months after 
the plan is approved in

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The proposed destruction of the 
Rock House and the old Federal 
Building at Eighth and Olive 
shows a lack of imagination in 
this city. 

The old Federal Building, that 
brown and somber pile of ma- 
sonry, was built by H. H. Rich- 
ardgon, the famous Boston archi- 
tect, many years ago. It has many 
subterranean floors, a dry moat, 
and a cupola, and it is one of our 
links with the past. Strangely 
enough, when the city inspectors 
found some 60-odd buildings with 
loose cornices, the old Federal 
Building with its overhang and 
cornice work stood up 100 per 


cent. 
St. Louis ruthlessly tore down 
its old riverfront, which was 


really the old St. Louis. New 
Orleans started to destroy its 
Vieux Carre, but they stopped 
themselves in time. St. Louis 
tore down the Merchants’ Ex- 
change just a few months ago. 
A Clayton tavern owner saw 
beauty in some of the woodwork 
in the old Exchange and moved 
it to his place, and now has prob- 
ably one of the most charming 
bars in the Middle West. 

The famous architect, Richard 
J. Neutra, had this to say recent- 
ly: “The tearing down of the old 
Merchants’ Exchange Building, 
and the proposed tearing down 
of the Old Post Office make me 
féel that something needs to be 
done about St. Louis.” 

How about the city fathers and 
the Historical Society, archi- 
tectural and engineering societies, 
and similar groups taking the lead 
as a group and doing something 
about the Rock House and this 
problem of total destruction of 
the few last links with the past? 
There usually is a solution to all 
problems.

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Sharp Turn in Moscow 
Russia’s new note on the nuclear technical 


talks intended 
severe disappointment. As the atmosphere for 
a summit meeting and for any other form of 
negotiation has grown steadily worse in recent 
days, it had been possible to hope that the 
nuclear, test talks might lead to at least first- 
step agreement on which to build broader 
agreements later. i | 
This hope waxed as the Soviet attitude to- 
ward the technical talks grew markedly 
friendlier even while the attitude toward a 
summit conference grew unfriendly. On Tues- 
day the Kremlin published a memorandum 
which seemed to clear away the last obstacle 
f> the technical talks, starting next week. 
And on Wednesday the Kremlin declined to 
attend them unless the West first agreed that 
a test suspension is desirable. 


This might be a tactical propaganda ma- 
neuver, designed to string out the conference 
preparations and perhaps gain some obscure 
concession from the West. The West has 
made the only possible reply, refusing to be 
stampeded into hasty action and announcing 
that its delegates will be in Geneva next week 
in the hope that the Russians also will attend. 
However, the timing and content of the Soviet 
maneuver ‘throw a new cloud over the pros- 
pects for the conference even if it is held. 


The pretext given cannot be taken seri- 
ously. There is no point in holding the con- 
ference, says the Kremlin, in view of Secre- 
tary Dulleés’s recent statement that any agree- 
ment reached would not bind the United 
States in advance to a cessation of nuclear 
tests. 


If the Russians had objected to that con- 
dition, however, they could never have agreed 
to the technical talks in the first place. Sec- 
retary. Dulles has carefully inserted in every 
communication relating to the tests a clause 
saying that the talks would be undertaken 
without commitment as to a final decision 
on test suspension or on the relationship of 
a suspension to other aspects of disarmament. 

This was the fine print which both the 
Russians and the West customarily append 
to any communications dealing with diplo- 
matic negotiation. The fact that the Kremlin 
invokes the fine print as an escape clause 
now, but did not do so before, simply argues 
that Soviet policy has undergone a sharp 
change. The Russians were in favor of the 
technical talks on Tuesday. They were ap- 
parently against them on Wednesday. 

. 


There can be little doubt that the change 
in policy is connected with the power struggle 
now believed to be going on in the Com- 
munist hierarchy. It is probably a manifesta- 
tion of the same forces which brought about 
the hardening of policy toward Tito, the ex- 
ecution of Nagy in Hungary, and the 
“tougher” line toward a summit conference. 
Although one can only guess, it may be a 
good guess that all of these policy changes 
represent concessions by Khrushchev to the 
Stalinists, made to preserve his own power 
from right-wing assault. Like an airliner in 
distress which jettisons fuel to keep aloft, 
Khrushchev may find it necessary to appease 
the Molotov wing in order to maintain his 
hold on the party machinery. 


If this turns out to be the fact, history is 
bound to ask what part the unfriendly West- 
ern attitude toward negotiation with the 
Soviets may have piayed in creating Khrush- 
chev’s troubles. 


Will the verdict be that Khrushchev, as 
the exponent of working out a modus vivendi 
with the West, lost ground against the Sta- 
linists because the West rebuffed him so 
aften, and attached so many conditions to 
any negofiations? 

It would be'a tragic irony indeed if the 
West found out, too late, that it had weak- 
ened inside Russia the very forces most will- 
ing to reach a peaceful accommodation with it. 


What Makes Sam Sad? 


When Sad Sam Jones joined the Cardinals, 
we wondered what made him sad. After his 
recerit encounter with the Pittsburgh Pirates, 
it is possible to give a definite answer. 


The fact is that Sam is not really sad at 
all, but he has every right to be. He gave up 
one unearned run in six innings against Pitts- 
burgh and was taken out for a pinch hitter, 
thereby losing credit to Phil Paine for the 
eventual victory. But Jones only said, “Just 
so we won.” He said it cheerfully. 


This was the fourth consecutive contest 
which Jones had failed to win, yet he allowed 
only five hits in each of those efforts and 
deserved to win every one of them. In his 
last eight starts he has won only two games 
because his teammates collected a total of 
just 11 hits behind him. 


Sam Jones is undoubtedly one of the best 
pitchers in the National League this year 
yet his won-lost record is 4-7. At the same 
time the young reliefer, Phil Paine, has a 
remarkable 4-0 record, including the latest 
victory salvaged after Sam Jones’s departure. 
Paine is good and, so far, lucky. Jones is 
good and—well, cheerful.

This includes Board President 
Gunn, Majority Floor Leader Noorian, Chair- 
man Brady of the Ways and Means Committee 
and most of his colleagues on that group, 
Aldermen Mayberry, Mascazzini, Villa, Wat- 
son, Mueller and Haag. All except Haag are 
Democrats. 


The opposition, uninformed and somewhat 
less than responsible, has centered around 
Aldermen Harris, Roddy, Lawson, Smith and 
Feely. All are Democrats. Largely anti- 
Tucker, their “program” seems to have been 
written by one union whose leaders also are 
anti-Tucker. It consists generally of proposals 
to “soak the Public Service Co.” and “soak 
the merchants and manufacturers.” Tax hikes 
in these areas would be passed right back to 
the “little man” they profess to protect. 

This same “little man” is also going to be 
hard hit by cuts in services. If anybody is 
going to do anything for him, it won’t be Mr. 
Harris’s faction. It will have to come from 
a new effort by the Board’s responsible lead- 
ers to close the budget gap and save services 
and jobs. 
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Langer Bowls Them Over 


Senator Langer’s runaway triumph over 
the Republican organization in the North 
Dakota primary does nothing for a sagging 
party morale. When his party would not 
indorse him for a fourth six-year term in the 
Senate, the cantankerous, cigar-chewing ob- 
structionist sailed his hat into the primary 
ring as an independent. Then he showed his 
contempt for the Republican opposition by 
staying in Washington and making only a few 
primary appearances back in North Dakota. 
He knew what he was doing. Now he holds 
the Republican nomination by a 2-to-1 major- 
ity over the Republican Lieutenant Governor 
on whom the party put its money. 


Wild Bill Langer is 99 per cent political 
maverick and often utterly unreasonable. But 
just the same the voters of North Dakota like 
the cut of his jib. His sweep over the party 
powers-that-be serves to underscore the fact 
that 1958 is a year among the Republicans 
when it is every man for himself. 


Sixteen Ahead of Missouri 


Sixteen states have agreed to extend un- 
employment insurance for workers who have 
exhausted their benefits. Why hasn’t Missou 
taken any action? 


Illinois, Wisconsin, Colorado and Connec- 
ticut have decided to use idle insurance re- 
serves to pay additional benefits to their job- 
less. Pennsylvania, New York, Michigan, 
Maryland, Indiana, Alabama, Arkansas, Rhode 
Island, Delaware, California, New Jersey and 
West Virginia have signed up under the re- 
cently enacted federal program of extending 
credit for longer payments. 


But Missouri delays a decision. In the first 
five months of this year, some 15,000 Mis- 
sourians exhausted their 26 weeks of uner 
ployment benefits. The need for action pre- 
sumably still awaits an answer to Gov. Blair's 
request for a legal opinion from Attorney 
General Dalton as to whether state law must 
be changed. The Governor has been hesitant 
about calling another special session. He has 
expressed doubts about federal “loans.” 


Meanwhile Illinois, as well as the other 
states, have set an example for Missouri. The 
Illinois Legislature, which is hardly famous 
for swiftness, needed only four days to act 
on added insurance benefits. Illinois also 
found that its insurance reserves were ample 
without taking money from Washington. 

In view of this, a special session should 
prove no great burden to Missouri. And the 
Legislature ought to be able to decide 
whether this*state would have to accept fed- 
eral funds. When 16 states can act so quickly, 
Jefferson City need not hesitate.

A Crash Program for Rail Passenger Business 


Thirty Per Cent of Adults Have Never Been on a Train 


Nancy Ford in Modern Railroads 


Only a erash program—quick and 
drastic—can save the passenger busi- 
ness from total extinction or govern- 
ment operation as a standby service. 

The outlines of such a crash pro- 
gram must embrace the following: 


1. Government action at both fed- 
eral and state levels to speed the dis- 
continuance of money-losing trains 
that are a drain on other services 
and to provide badly needed tax re- 
lief. 


2. Co-operation of railroad labor 
in dropping outmoded “full crew” 
and other featherbedding practices. 


3. Positive, aggressive action by 
top railroaders. Management must 
make a realistic 

appraisal of the 


: industry's role in 
The Mirror a fast-growing 
of passenger market. 


Then it must de- 
sign and equip 
services to fit the 
role and price 
them attractively. 
After that, it must go all-out in sell- 
ing and merchandising those services. 

In the five-year period 1951-56 
1,274 passenger trains were discon- 
tinued across the country, including 
some commuter runs. 

Downing Jenks, Rock Island's en- 
ergetic young president, declares: 

“I think we face a challenge in the 
passenger business that we can meet 
with some measure of success. It's 
going to take ingenuity and good 
salésmanship.” 

It is noteworthy that coach volume 
is still ahead of 1937, the first year 
separate statistics became available 
on this Pullman travel. In 1937, 
passenger-miles in coaches totaled 
12.4 billion (excluding commutation)

Parlor and sleeping car business, 
on the other hand, has shown a 
steady decline, except for war years 
and 1951, from 8.1 billion to 5.3 bil- 
lion.

The Law and the FBI From The Washington Post 


When FBI Director J. Edgar 
Hoover acknowledged in a filmed in- 
terview that his bureau was operat- 
ing 90 telephone wiretaps across the 
country, he in effect pleaded 
guilty to 90 violations of federal 
law. The tapping of telephone wires 
is a crime. It is a crime whether 
done by private detectives for pur- 
poses of blackmail or by the FBI for 
purposes, as Mr. Hoover put it, of 
keeping tabs on “internal security 
cases." Congress, 1934, adopted the 
Federal Communications Act with 
a section, 605, providing that “...no

If this vast market is te be proper- 
ly tapped, a change in railroad ad- 
vertising policies would seem te be 
mandatory. 

Between the first half of 1950 and 
the first half of 1957—according to 
Sales Management magazine — avia- 
tion passenger advertising in mag- 
azines expanded 125 per cent, from 
$1,340,862 to $3,021,743. 

Meanwhile, railroad passenger ad- 
vertising dropped 24 per cent from 
$2,386,164 to $1,806,884. 

Airlines pay travel agents com- 
missions on all ticket sales. Rail- 
roads pay only when rail fare is 
part of an all-expense tour, although 
a few experiments are under way 
with rail tickets sold in connection 
with foreign travel, and a few with 
straight commercial sales between 
certain domestic points. 

An exhaustive study was made in 
1954-5 to check public attitudes to- 
ward first-class rail travel. It was 
found that the majority of travelers 
had never traveled Pullman; that 
those who hadn't didn’t know what 
first class travel has to offer; that 
those who traveled Pullman liked it; 
and that such travelers return again 
and again. 

But there is compelling evidence 
that cost can and does influence the 
buying of transportation just as it 
does any other product. 

Says B&O's Whittington: “In our 
opinion the railroads are in danger 
of pricing themselves out of the 
market if the trend of higher fares 
continues. As you know, in many 
cases air fares are lower than rail; 
this coupled with the speed advan- 
tage makes a combination with 
which railroads can't compete in suc- 
cessful volume.”

THE STAR SALAD at old-fashioned church suppers always 


has been the big bowl of coleslaw. 


The thinly shredded 


cabbage, shrouded with a creamy. boiled dressing appears on 


almost every table. There are many reasons for this. 
always ig an inexpensive vegetable. 


Cabbage 
It is hearty and very 


nutritious, with a delicious flavor. Coleslaw is equally good 
at home and cabbage is in plentiful supply right now. 


A good coleslaw once a 
week gives a welcome change 
of pace to summer eating. 


Coleslaw is not coleslaw 
without cabbage, but there the 
rules stop.

Storing Meats in Home Freezer 


Here is advice from an authority (the American Meat Insti- 
tute) on storing meats in the home freezer: 

Large cuts of beef may pe stored in a home freezer, which 
maintains a temperature of zero-degree Fahrenheit or lower, 
for six to eight months, while ground beef, steaks and cubes 
will keep under similar conditions three to four months. 

For short periods in the freezer (one or two weeks), pre- 
packaged meat may be stored in the original film and board or 
tray in which it was purchased. 

For longer periods, special freezer wrapping materials 
should be used. Frozen meats should be rotated so the food 
used first is that which has been stored the longest. 

Most meats can go from freezer to cooking pan without 
thawing. Only those which need shaping or breading before 
cooking need be thawed. 

Cooking methods are the same for fresh and frozen meats: 
only the cooking times vary—from little or no longer to twice 
as much time as the corresponding fresh cuts.

These long whites have just 
the right texture and degree 
of moistness for this potato 
pudding.

this one is nét at all difficult. 
Just keep in mind two hints 
for succéss. Be sure the egg 
whites are stiffly beaten but 
not completely dry, and while 
the pudding is baking resist 
the temptation to peek until 
the baking time is up. 

Do try some of the varia- 
tions Suggested; they are quite 
interesting. 

Potato Pudding. 


Three medium:long white 
potatoes. 

Salt and pepper to taste. 

One-fourth tablespoon but- 
ter or margarine. 

One cup cold milk. 

Two eggs, separated. 

Cook potatoes, mash, adding 
Seasonings, butter and milk. 

Add egg yolks, which have 
been lightly beaten. Fold in 
stiffly beaten egg whites.

Meat: Add one cup diced 
canned spiced meat or any 
leftover meat, one teaspoon 
worcestershire sauce and 
minced parsley and onion to 
taste. 

Clam: Add one cup minced 
clams, drained and chopped 
tomato, corn or any vegetable 
desired. 

Corned beef: Add one can 
corned beef, diced, three table- 
spoons chili sauce, one small 
diced onion.

Knowing my coun- 
try, I think that it will be im- 
possible for the Communists to 
oppress the Hungarian people 
forever. 


But what made Pal the 
man he was? What made him, 
after being a prisoner of war 
in Russia, suddenly turn to 
Communism, join the party, 
actively serve it as a leader 
—and then sign his own 
death warrant by turning 
against the Reds? 


I can only speculate. 


Would I have learned the 
answer on Christmas. day, 
1955? That was a year after I 
divorced him because Com- 


But I was in no condition to 


talk to him. I was too upset 
over the death of my mother to 
discuss anything with Pal at 
that time. 

He never called me again. 
We never met or exchanged 
letters after that. Now he is 
dead, and I will never know 
what was on his mind that day. 
It is something I shall always 
regret.. 

My own theory, and one that 
is shared by his family and 
tlose friends, is that Pal was 
an unwitting victim“‘of his up- 
bringing. His father was a pro- 
fessor of philosophy who be- 
lieved in seeing both sides of 


every question. He taught Pal 
to argue ‘so skillfully on either 
side of an issue that he could 
see the merits of almost any 


view. 

Could it have been this train- 
ing that made it possible for 
Pal to be swept into the Coni- 
munist maelstrom and to his 
eventual death? 


Perhaps the story of Pal’s 
-life before he met me and 
of our life together will 
shed some light on this man 
who was born to lead his 
nation and now has died a 
martyr for freedom. 


Pal’s father died when Pal 
was only 16. He was so dis- 
traught that he wanted to com- 
mit suicide. Then he decided 
that he would make his life a 
monument to his father. 


father wanted him to be a 
doctor. 


As a tribute to his dead 
father, Pal decided to study 
medicine. He went to the Uni- 
versity of Prague, in Czecho- 
slovakia, and took a pre-medi- 
cal course for two years. But 
the pull of the military life was 
too strong for him to resist, so 
he went home to Hungary and 
joined the army. 

During the war, Pal was vio- 
lently anti-Nazi. He was one of 
the Hungarians taken prisoner 
by the Russians and sent to a 
camp in Russia. Something 
may have happened to him 
there. Perhaps they indoctri-

We were very 
happy, living in an apartment 
in Budapest, taking walks in 
the country, spending most of 
our spare time together. Then,

His main relaxation seemed 
to comein reading or in sitting 
for hours and watching his 
collection of tropical fish swim- 
ming in his aquarium.

He seemed to become 
more like his old self during

Dr. Miquel’s theory that men- 
tal anguish creates a block in 
efforts to cure the disease. He 
says that as anxieties disap- 
pear, there is a corresponding 
favorable reaction to the medi- 
cine. 


Dr. Miquel has also estab- 
lished a timetable of jeep visits 
to every point in the province. 
Patients eager for treatment 
gather along the country roads 
where the mobile teams come 
regularly to give injections, 


In some cases, treatment 
is given by tablets but Dr. 
Miguel has found the people 
prefer the injections because 
the needle hurts—and if it 
hurts them the injection 
must be better than the 
tablets.

leprosy. 

Dr. Miquel is convinced the 
simple, inexpensive program is 
the best way to tackle Asia's 
age old leprosy problem.

mal life. He is free and doesn’t 
have the mental anxieties and 
sex problems of those who are 
confined and isolated.

Jobless Aid Extensio 


NEW YORK, June. 26. 

JUDGING BY THE WAY the first nine states have has- 
tened to sign up for federal help to extend benefits to the 
jobless, there must be wider areas having unemployment 
trouble than the Administration had hoped would prove to 
be the case. 

Because the states vary in the period of time that they 
grant unemployment insurance, the Federal Government 
will continue these payments for half again as long as each 
state allows them. 


These federal payments can only be made with 
the governor's agreement because the federal funds 
received by the state must be repaid. The Federal 
Treasury will recover the money through an in- 
crease in the federal unemployment tax on employ- 
ers in states where the aid ie distributed, unless 
the state treasury assumes the burden. 


A state can, of course, sign up for aid to certain groups, 
and this has been done in some cases to assist unemployed 
federal workers and unemployed Korean veterans because 
in these two cases the aid does not have to be repaid. In 
some cases, the states themselves will increase their aid for 
unemployment. 


THE NEW REPUBLIC has reprinted an article by Mar- 
garet Halsey called “Beware the Tender Trap.” It is an ar- 
ticle on our Vice President, Richard M. Nixon, but it points 
out an attitude of mind which has come about among cer- 
tain people which is interesting and perhaps widely spread 
and should be drawn to our attention. 


There is an organization called Arrow, Inc., 
which is doing something for young American In- 
dians. Last November it held «a conference on 
American Indian youth problems—the first con- 
ference of this kind ever to be held—and two 
weeks ago a tri-state conference on Indian youth 
was held in North Dakota. 4 


This organization has affiliated with the Young Adult 
Council of the United Nations National Social Welfare As- 
sembly. It has much to do here at home, but its members 
feel that in taking an interest in the problems of the youth 
of the world they will broaden their interests and gain a 
wider understanding of the world in which they live. 


Se a young Navajo Indian will be sent te the 
World Assembly of Youth in New Delhi, India, 
this year to represent the American Indians for 
the first time in the U.N. Arrow, Inc., is sponsor- 
ing and financing this trip and it brought the 
young Indian to New York for briefings under the 
direction of the National Social Welfare Assembly. 


Arrow, Inc., has as its president Lewis R. Bruce Jr. 
and as its vice president Will Rogers Jr. Its headquarters 
is in Washington, D.C. Perhaps among my readers there is 
someone who would like to help our young American In- 
dians move forward into closer co-operation with the young 
people of the rest of the world.

Then there are the gourmet types who want to louse up 
green beans with mustard, cream sauce, pecan halves, 
tomatoes, maple syrup and heaven knows what all. 


SQUASH IS ANOTHER vesg- 
etable which, to my notion, 
needs no dolling up. Just 
plenty of cooking until tender, 
then salt and pepper and about 
as - gs butter as you can get 
on it.
